Mail Bidding at Auction 

Mail bidding at auction is fun and easy 
and only requires a few simple steps. 

1. Look through the catalog, and 
determine the lots of interest. 

2. Research their market value by 
checking price lists and other price 
guidelines. 

3. Fill out your bid sheet, entering your 
maximum bid on each lot using your 
price research and your desire to own 
the lot. 


4. Verify your bids! 

5. Mail Early. Preference is given to the 
first bids received in case of a tie. 

When bidding by mail, you frequently 
purchase items at less than your 
maximum bid. 

Bidding is opened at the published 
increment above the second highest mail or 
Internet bid; we act on your behalf as the 
highest mail bidder. If bidding proceeds, we 
act as your agent, bidding in increments over 
the previous bid.

. Terms and Conditions of Auction 


AUCTIONEER AND AUCTION: 

1. This auction is presented by Heritage Numismatic Auctions. Inc. or its subsidiary Currency Auctions of 
America, Inc. or their affiliate, Heritage Auctions, Inc. through its divisions Heritage Comic Auctions, or 
Heritage Sports Collectibles Auctions, as identified with the applicable licensing information either on 
the title page of the catalog or on the Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The auction is conducted under 
these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. 

BUYER’S PREMIUM: 

2. On bids placed through Heritage, a Buyer's Premium of fifteen percent (15%) for Heritage Numismatic 
Auctions Inc, Heritage-CAA, Heritage-Slater Americana and Heritage Comics Auctions or nineteen and 
one-half percent (19.5%) for Heritage Sports Collectibles, Heritage-Odyssey and Heritage Galleries & 
Auctioneers of the hammer price will be added to the successful bid. If the bid is placed through eBay 
Live a Buyer's Premium equal to the normal Buyer’s Premium plus an additional five percent (5%) of 
the hammer price will be added to the successful bid. There is a minimum Buyer's Premium of $9.00 

AUCTION VENUES: 

3. Exclusively Internet, CurrencyAuction.com, Amazing Comics Auctions, and Bullet Auctions are auctions 
conducted on the Internet.

11. Notice of the consignor's liberty to place reserve bids on his lots in the auction is hereby made in accor 
dance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. A reserve is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN RESERVE BIDS ON HIS LOTS

BELOW THE RESERVE BID. The Auctioneer will not knowingly accept (and reserves the right to reject) 
live telephone or floor bids from consignors. Any successful bid placed by a consignor on his consigned 
lot on the auction floor or by telephone during the live session, or after the reserves for an auction have 
been posted, will be considered an unqualified bid, and in such instances the consignor agrees to pay 
full Buyer's Premium and Seller's Commissions on the lot(s) even if (s)he buys them back. 

12. The highest qualified Bidder shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between floor Bidders 
at a Signature Sale, the Auctioneer may at his sole discretion put the lot up for auction again The 
Auctioneer’s decision shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. 

13. The Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid which, 


in his sole discretion, is not submitted in “Good Faith,” or is not supported by satisfactory credit, 
numismatic references, or otherwise. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when an insolvent 
or irresponsible person, or a person under the age of eighteen makes it. Regardless of the disclosure 
of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in 
“Good Faith”. 

14. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. The 
Auctioneer reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lot or lots from the auction. Bids will 
be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. 

15. No “buy” or “unlimited" bids will be accepted. Bidders will be awarded lots at approximately the incre¬ 
ment of the next highest bid. No additional commission is charged for executing bids other than the 
Buyer’s Premium applied to all successful bids. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer 
at Signature auctions. 

16. Estimates will be given upon written request. It is recommended that Bidders approach or exceed the 
estimates in order to increase the chances of bidding successfully. 

17. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, dis¬ 
puted ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or otherwise. 

18. Outage Policy: Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server outages duringwhich Bidders 
cannot participate or place bids. If such outage occurs, we may at our discretion extend bidding for the 
auction up to 24 hours. At our discretion, Auctioneer may consider two outages that occur very closely 
to one another to be one outage when extending such auction. This policy applies only to widespread 
outages and not to isolated problems that occur in various parts of the country from time to time. 

19. Scheduled Downtime: Auctioneer periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other 
purposes; this scheduled downtime is not covered by the Outage Policy. 

20. The Auctioneer or its affiliates may consign items to be sold in the auction sale, and may bid on those 
items or any other items in the sale. The Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify 
any such reserve bids on these items or any others at any time prior to the live auction or the online 
closing based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its affiliate. 

21. The Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors, and may extend 
financing or other credits at varying rates to certain Bidders in the auction. 

PAYMENT: 

22. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars. Cash includes: U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements. Credit Card 
(Visa or Master Card only) and PayPal payments may be accepted up to $10,000 from non-dealers 
at the sole discretion of the auctioneer, subject to the following limitations: a) sales are only to the 
cardholder, b) purchases are shipped to the cardholder’s registered and verified address, c) Auctioneer 
may preapprove the cardholder’s credit line, d) a credit card transaction may not be used in conjunction 
with any other financing or extended terms offered by the Auctioneer, and must transact immediately 
upon invoice presentation, e) rights of return are governed by these Terms and Conditions, which 
supersede those conditions promulgated by the card issuer, f) floor Bidders must present their card. 
Personal or corporate checks may be subject to clearing before delivery of the purchases. 

23. Payment is due upon closing of the auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. The Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void a sale if payment in full of the invoice is not received within 7 days after the 
close of the auction. 

24. Lots delivered in the States of Texas, California, or other states where the auction may be held, are 
subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless appropriate permits are on file with us. In the event 
that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, inappropriate tax certificate or 
declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason, bidder agrees 
to pay Auctioneer the actual amount of tax due. Lots from different auctions may not be aggregated for 
sales tax purposes. 

25. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the maxi¬ 
mum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. 

26. If the auction invoice(s) submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid bal¬ 
ance will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. If the 
Auctioneer refers the invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, 
court costs, and other collection costs incurred by the Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to 
its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate 
comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

27. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay all amounts due, the Auctioneer reserves the right to resell 
the merchandise, and such Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale, including a 10% 
seller’s commission, and also to pay any difference between the resale price and the price of the previ¬ 
ously successful bid. 

28. The Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the mer¬ 
chandise to the buyer. 

29. The Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment 
of the auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any auc¬ 
tion invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer from the buyer. With respect to these lien rights, 
the Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform 
Commercial Code. In addition, with respect to payment of the auction invoice(s), the buyer waives 
any and all rights of offset he might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the 
merchandise included on the invoice. 

30. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, the Auctioneer and its affiliates shall have 
the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by posses¬ 
sory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidder’s property in their possession.

1800—Corroded, Tooled, Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net 
VF20. S-203, Low R.3. Golden-brown and steel-gray in color, 
this piece has a pleasing, problem-free reverse.

Misattributed by PCGS 
as the Booby Head subtype. A generally smooth chocolate-brown 
example. Distributed pinpoint toning flecks and a few specks of 
aqua verdigris are of little account.(#1748) 

1839 Booby Head MS62 Brown NGC. N-13, R.2. A crisply- 
struck and shimmering chocolate-brown representative, smooth 
for the grade despite a tiny rim ding at 4:30. Five different 
Liberty head designs were used on 1839 Cents. The Booby Head 
is identified by the bare shoulder tip.(# 1751)

422 1875 PR62 PCGS. This essentially brilliant specimen exhibits 
obvious white on black contrast, but the older green label PCGS 
insert cannot note this attribute. From the dies of Fortin-101, but 
a later stage with no repunching present on the date. A scant 700 
pieces were struck. In a green label holder.(#4772) 

423 1875 PR63 NGC. Multicolored toning bathes proof surfaces. A 
few minor hairlines are noted in the fields.(#4772) 

424 1885 PR63 NGC. Nicely reflective with a few minor hairlines 
and handling marks. An abundant amount of cobalt-blue and 
russet toning gravitates toward the borders.(#4782) 


BARBER DIME 

425 1892 MS64 NGC. Mottled olive-violet surfaces with a few areas 
of rainbow tonality. A little softly struck, but well preserved with 
only the smallest contact marks.(#4796) 

426 1893-0 AU58 PCGS. The surfaces of this coin are bathed in 
golden-violet patina with a few touches of peripheral aquamarine. 
Though the highest surfaces of course show signs of light wear,

A film of very light tan color rests over 
lustrous surfaces. Some light marks on Liberty’s cheek limit the 
grade.

433 1904-S AU Details, Improperly Cleaned, NCS. Although cloudy 
from a moderate cleaning, this example has ample bright luster 
and peripheral golden-brown color. A rare date Barber Dime, 
scarcer in better grades than its mintage of 800,000 pieces would 
suggest.(#4834) 

434 1909 MS64 NGC. Well struck, lustrous, and essentially untoned, 
with a few small marks and toning specks, on the portrait, that ( 
prevent the Gem grade assessment. A faint pinscratch resides in j 
the right reverse field area between the wreath and ONE DIME.

735 1819/8 Small 9 AU50 PCGS. 0-101, R.l. Golden-brown and 
navy-blue colors adorn the margins of this lightly marked and 
attractive representative. Well struck on the stars, the device 
highpoints display moderate wear.(#6118) 

736 1820 Square Base No Knob 2, Large Date XF45 ANACS. O- 
106, R.l. Faint clashmarks on the obverse are the only surface 
distractions worthy of mention. Tire well impressed, originally- 
toned surfaces also exhibit typical minor wear and superficial 
pinscratches and hairlines in the fields.(#6123) 

737 1824 Overdate AU58 NGC. 0-103, R.l. Overton’s “1824 over 
.1 jumble ol recuttings.” The luster doesn’t quire penetrate rite 
exposed fields, but the devices exhibit little evidence of wear, and 
the strike is bold aside from the left side stars. Gently toned in 
chestnut hues.(#6138) 

738 1825 AU58 NGC. 0-113, R.l. Light gold and powder-blue 
toning visits this lustrous Half Dollar. Tire stars are generally flat, 
as made, but the remainder of the designs are crisply rendered 
by the dies. Liberty’s profile is boldly double struck, and a small 
lamination is noted at 5 o’clock on the reverse.(#6142) 

739 1826 AU53 ANACS. 0-101, R.l. Golden-gray surfaces display- 
traces of luster in the protected areas. The design elements are 
well centered on the planchet and exhibit nice definition, though 
some of Liberty’s hair curls are weak.(#6143) 

740 1828 Curl Base 2, Knob AU55 NGC. 0-107, R.2. Boldly struck 
save for the left side stars, this chestnut-gold and pearl-gray piece 
possesses substantial luster and no detrimental marks.(#6149) 

741 1828 Curl Base 2, Knob AU55 NGC. 0-107, R.2. Misattributed 
by NGC as 0-106. A lightly toned Half Dollar with nearly 
complete mint luster and only slight wear on Liberty’s curls. 

A faint vertical blemish near the nose is barely worthy of 
mention.(#6149) 

742 1830 Large 0 AU55 NGC. 0-123, R.l. Incorrectly attributed ' 
as 0-120 Dy NGC. A splendidly detailed dove-gray and golden- 
brown representative. Refreshingly unabraded, a hint of verdigris ; 
is located in recessed areas.(#6157)

apple-green colors grace the borders of this undisturbed and 
satiny Mint State example. Well struck save for the left side

Vivid golden-brown and electric- 
blue patina dominates this briefly circulated and generally 
unmarked Bust Half Dollar. Slight softness of strike at 11 o’clock 
on the reverse, although the eagle is well struck.(#6159) 

745 1831 MS62 NGC. 0-109, R.l. Hints of rose and olive color 
adorn the borders of this gently shimmering, and generally 
cream-gray representative. A typical strike, but the surfaces are 
unusually smooth for the grade.(#6159) 

746 1832 Small Letters AU55 NGC. 0-113a, R.4. Steel-gray toning 
gravitates toward the borders, being a bit more extensive on the 
reverse. Typical weakness is apparent on parts of the reverse 
ribbon and horizontal stripes of the shield.(#6160) 

747 1833 AU50 ANACS. 0-102, R.1.Light gray patina bathes each 
side of this well centered early half dollar. Traces of luster are 
noted in the protected areas.(#6163) 

748 1833 AU50 ANACS. 0-110, R.l. A bold die line (as made) 
through the C in the denomination confirms the variety. Original 
apricot-gray color with steel-blue accents around the borders 
adheres to relatively clean surfaces. Generally well defined, 
although the star centers and some of Liberty’s hair curls are

749 1834 Large Date, Large Letters AU53 ANACS. 0-102, R.l. The 
3 in the date is recut, and the first two horizontal shield stripes 
are incomplete, confirming the variety. Silvery surfaces display- 
luster in the protected areas, and are devoid of mentionable 
marks.

750 1834 Large Date, Small Letters MS62 NGC. 0-108, R.2. Gentle 
apricot toning encompasses this lustrous and pleasing Capped 
Bust Half. The stars are not fully defined in the centers, but the 
major devices are boldly struck.(#6165) 

751 1834 Small Date, Small Letters AU58 NGC. 0-116, R.l. A 
lustrous and impressive Borderline Uncirculated example with a 
few blushes of light to medium apricot toning. The absence of 
noticeable marks ensures the eye appeal.(#6166) 

752 1835 AU55 NGC. 0-101, R.l. Splashes of orange-gold and ocean- 
blue color visit protected areas of the design. Ample luster and

AU Details, Net 
XF40. A moderately circulated cream-gray Seated Half that 
has numerous wispy hairlines on the slightly grainy fields. The

767 1853-0 Arrows and Rays—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF45. A hairlined and mildly granular slate-gray single year New 
Orleans type coin. A small dark spot is on the eagle’s left (facing) 
claw.(#6276) 

768 1853-0 Arrows and Rays—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, 
Net AU55. This well struck O-mint type coin has ample luster 
across the devices and a good appearance to the naked eye, 
although close evaluation reveals numerous wispy hairlines in the 
fields.(#6276) 

769 1854-0 Arrows—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, six 
pieces, all are nicely defined but slightly grainy with diminished 
luster and scuffy fields. (Total: 6 Coins)(#6280) 

770 1855 Arrows AU58 NGC. Well struck with faint patina and 
some remaining luster and normal marks for the grade.(#6281) 

771 1855-0 Arrows—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, 
hairlined and somewhat granular; 1855-0 Arrows—Cleaned— 
ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, numerous wispy pinscratches; 
1855-0 Arrows-Cleaned-ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, the 
obverse is glossy and pocky, the reverse is cloudy with hairlines; 
1855-0 Arrows—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, 
thickly hairlined, some obverse pinscratches; and an 1855- 
O Arrows—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net 
XF40, lackluster, peripheral russet patina, hairlined.

A visually pleasing and technically 
impressive Seated Liberty proof. The striking details are crisp and 
full throughout, and the carefully preserved surfaces are entirely 1 
untoned. Dark, watery fields and frosted alabaster devices are j 
starkly contrasted. Contact-free, the piece has a few faint hairlines 
that prevent a higher grade designation. Population: 2 in 63 
Cameo, 8 finer in Cameo (7/05).(#86430) 

789 1878 PR63 PCGS. Type Two Reverse. Both the obverse and 
reverse are similarly toned, each side exhibiting an overlay of 
charcoal-gray color, with some rich russet and cobalt-blue patina 
toward the borders. Tire mirrored fields are complemented with 
moderately frosted devices. An attractive proof Seated half dollar. 
Population: 49 in 63, 68 finer (7/05).(#6439) 

790 1890 PR63 PCGS. Well struck with unmarked surfaces that 
are lightly toned and reveal substantial reflectivity in the fields. 
Minor hairlines and a small amount of milky toning influence j 
the assigned grade level.

791 1891 PR62 PCGS. Sharply struck with glassy reflectivity in the

793 1907-D AU55 PCGS. A bright example with hints of scattered 
golden-brown color most noticeable around the design elements 
of the reverse. Light wear is seen across the highest points, 
especially the eagle’s head and claws. Numerous light hairlines 
are seen in the obverse fields. Generally this is an attractive 
example with eye appeal above its grade.(#6509)

Well struck 
and impeccably preserved, with bright satiny mint luster.(#6606) 

823 1939-D MS66 NGC. The scarcest of the three 1939 issues and 
a rather elusive coin in this grade. Sharply struck with bright, 
satiny luster and a crescent of medium golden color at the right 
portions of each side.(#6607) 

824 1939-D MS66 PCGS. Well struck and impeccably preserved, with

1431 1854 AU58 NGC. Attractive khaki-gold example with lovely 
subdued even luster. Circulated lightly, but free of serious 
distractions, a little bit of verdigris is seen in the protected

1432 1856-C—Tooled, Whizzed-ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 
Variety 17-J. The top of the 56 in the date appears to be re¬ 
engraved, but the whizzing is mild and relatively inconspicuous. 
A typically struck orange and light gold rare date Half Eagle. The 
upper left obverse field has a subdued scratch, and a curiously 
shaped lint mark is above the right shoulder. Just 7,913 pieces 
were struck.(#7778) 

1433 1857-S AU53 NGC. The bright yellow-gold patina is original and 
very attractive. Richly detailed with relatively clean surfaces. Tire 
borders and devices have bright luster. Only 69,200 pieces were 
struck, with most survivors in XF and AU grades.(#7785) 

1434 1859 Old Reverse, Type One AU53 NGC. A new master reverse 
die was made in 1859 with letters axrd arrowheads reduced in 
size. At least one working reverse die of the prior type remained 
in use, since Old Reverse pieces are known dated 1859, 1860, 
and 1861. In each case, the Old Reverse subtype is significantly 
scarcer. The 1859 has a recorded mintage of 39,444 pieces, but 
the actual division of the production between the two varieties is 
unknown. Ample orange-tinged luster endows this nicely struck 
piece, which has moderate marks on the jaw and the upper left 
obverse field.(#97788) 

1435 1861 New Reverse, Type Two—Repunched Date—AU50 
ANACS. The 18 in the date is sharply repunched south. A 
conservatively graded example that has extensive shimmering 
luster and peripheral russet toning. Liberty has a prominent ear

1436 1861 New Reverse, Type Two MS62 NGC. Nicely struck, with 
orange-gold patination and somewhat dull surfaces. The more 
commonly seen variety of the issue, with smaller arrowheads and 
letters on the reverse.(#7794) 

1437 1869-S AU50 NGC. Peach-gold surfaces display traces of luster in 
some of the recessed areas.(#7810) 

1438 1870 AU53 NGC. Well struck with faint remnants of prooflike 
luster and only a few small marks. Scarcer issue from a mintage 
of 4,520 business strikes.(#7811) 

1439 1871-S XF45 ANACS. A scarce, low mintage S-rnint quarter 
eagle, but not quite as difficult as the several preceding issues. 
This piece shows moderate wear on the highpoints and striking 
sofuuws on the eagle. Faint bits of dark patina cling to some of 
the devices. All in all, a pleasing coin for the grade.(#7814) 

1440 1871-S XF45 PCGS. Typical wear shows for the assigned grade. 
Deep copper-golden color dominates each side.(#7814) 

1441 1877-S MS61 PCGS. A bright lemon-gold example that has 
pleasing luster and comparatively clean fields. A beautiful 
representative of this scarce issue, seen much less often than 
the 1878-S. Encapsulated in a prior generation PCGS holder. 
Population: 15 in 61, 41 finer (7/05).(#7827) 

1442 1878 AU55 PCGS. A well struck piece with attractive surfaces 
and little indication of rub. Bright luster forms a band around 
the margins.(#7828) 

1443 1887 AU58 NGC. Well struck with prooflike fields and untoned 
surfaces that reveal numerous small marks and hairlines in the 
obverse and reverse fields. Only 6,160 business strikes were 
coined in this low mintage year.(#7839) 

1444 1890 AU58 Prooflike NGC. Both sides are tinted a soft reddish 
hue and exhibit a pleasing reflective appearance. Both sides are 
lightly abraded for this highest circulated rating. One of just 
8,720 pieces struck.(#77842) 
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1445 1897 MS63 PCGS. Bright lemon-gold, lustrous surfaces are 
visited by freckles of orange-gold, particularly on the obverse. 
A few minute marks on Liberty’s cheek limit the grade. An 
exceptional coin overall.(#7849) 

1446 1901 MS62 ANACS. A boldly struck and thoroughly lustrous 
example that has no unpleasant marks. A good value relative to 
higher grades.(#7853) 

1447 1905 MS64 NGC. Well struck with even, medium orange toning, 
smooth barely marked surfaces, and pleasing satin luster.(#7857) 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

1448 1908 MS62 NGC. A bright yellow-golden coin with ample 
luster across the surfaces. Some faint wispy lines are seen on the

1459 1913 MS62 NGC. Bright, irosty luster, a tew small field marks 
serve to limit the grade.(#7945) 

1460 1914 AU58 ANACS. Light golden surfaces with a great deal 
of remaining somewhat muted luster. Well preserved, despite j 
circulation, with only the most minor of marks.(#7946) 

1461 1914 AU58 ANACS. Honey-gold surfaces retain nice luster and 1 
are devoid of offensive marks.(#7946) 

1462 1914 MS62 NGC. Boldly struck and satiny, with lovely pink-gold

Lovely golden example with even luster 
most evident in the devices. The surfaces show light wispiness,

1467 1915 MS62 PCGS. A lustrous brown-golden coin. Some small 
wispiness is seen and a few thin pin scratches above the eagle on 
the reverse are noted for accuracy.(#7948) 

1468 1915 MS62 PCGS. Yellowish-gold and tan patination blankets 
semi-bright surfaces. Well struck, except for minor softness on 
the shoulder of the eagle’s left wing. A couple of small marb are

A lustrous lemon-gold older holder 
common dare Quarter Eagle. The strike is reasonable, and the 
reverse field has only a few wispy blemishes.(#7949) 

1474 1926 MS62 PCGS. The straw-gold surfaces are a bit subdued, 
and possess light to moderate abrasions, especially on the

Medium S. A pale but relatively unmarked 
straw-gold example. Liberty’s forehead and hair display noticeable 
wear, although the remainder of the design is sharp for the given 
grade. All S-mint Three Dollar Gold pieces are scarce, especially 
in better grades.(#7975) 
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1485 1874 XF45 PCGS. Peach-gold surfaces are devoid of any 
significant abrasions, and the design elements display good 
definition, though portions of Liberty’s hair are soft.(#7998) 

1486 1878—Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Wispy hairlines 
cross the obverse, while the reverse of this prooflike type coin is 
not obviously cleaned. Liberty’s hair has a hint of friction on the I 
highpoints. The 8s in the date are lightly recut.(#8000) 

CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

1487 1835 XF40 NGC. Breen-6504, First Head, McCloskey 1-C, R.5. 
Traces of luster glimmer from the curls, plumage, and shield. A 
lighdy marked and evenly circulated example of this tough variety, 
McCloskey 1-A and 1-B are more often encountered.(#8173) 

1488 1835 XF45 ANACS. Breen-6504, First Head, McCloskey 1-A, 
R.2. An attractively detailed greenish-gold representative. A few 
moderate luster grazes appear when the obverse is tilted beneath 
a light.(#8173) 

1489 1835 AU50 PCGS. Breen-6504, First Head, McCloskey 1-B, R.3. 
Frosty with an appealing greenish tinge and numerous, mostly 
inconsequential contact marks. The strike is boldly defined with 
strong hair curls and no softness on the eagle’s feathers. Among 
Classic Head issues, the 1835 is scarcer in AU grades than the 
more heavily produced 1834 and 1836.(#8173) 

1490 1836 XF45 PCGS. Breen-6509, Second Head, Large Date, 
McCloskey 2-B, R.4. Original green-gold surfaces with orange 
luster near the devices. Few appreciable marks and a strong strike j 
in the centers.(#8174) 

1491 1837—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Breen-6512, 
Large Date, Large 5, McCloskey 2-B, R.3. A well struck but 
thickly hairlined Classic Half Eagle that has reddish-brown 
verdigris recessed within the shield and along the borders.(#8175) 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

1492 1853-D Large D AU Details, Improperly Cleaned, NCS. Variety 
29-V. Crisply struck for a Dahlonega product, this glossy but 
nearly unworn example has subdued luster and no mentionable 
marks. A candidate for a displayed type set from the famous 
Georgian branch mint.(#8255) 


1501 1891 MS62 PCGS. A very scarce condition rarity among the 
later date Coronet Half Eagles. Sharply struck and lustrous, this 
attractive Mint State example displays lovely pink and lime-green 
coloration, and has a few noticeable die clash marks on obverse 
and reverse alike. Very mild scuffiness is apparent in the field 
areas, and prevents a higher grade designation. Population: 82 in 
62, 41 finer (7/05).(#8377) 

1502 1892-S AU58 PCGS. Moderately abraded with full luster, and 
very close to the Mint State category.(#8382) 

1503 1893-0 AU58 PCGS. The beginnings of a light die crack pass 
over the date. Lightly worn, a few marks are seen on the obverse 
and reverse.(#8385) 

1504 1895-S XF45 ANACS. Honey-gold patina covers relatively bright, 
lightly abraded surfaces.(#8391) 

1505 1895-S AU55 NGC. Well struck and still partially lustrous, there 
are many small blemishes on each side of the coin, and a trace of 
wear is noted on the back of Liberty’s head. Lightly toned and 
very pleasing, for the grade.(#8391) 

1506 1895-S AU55 PCGS. Lustrous and lightly worn, a scarce coin in 
higher grades.(#8391) 

1507 1899 MS63 NGC. The bright, sparkling pink and orange-gold 
surfaces reveal sharply struck design features and rich luster. 
Some wispy marks are seen on each side, mostly in the field areas, 
and they define the numerical grade level of the piece.(#8398) 

1508 1903 MS62 PCGS. Yellow and peach-golden color coats the 
surfaces of this lustrous coin. A small alloy spot is seen near 
Liberty’s neck and another exists on the upper reverse rim. A 
small contact mark next to Liberty’s chin is noted for accuracy.

1497 1882 MS62 ANACS. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous 
surfaces. Numerous small marks define the numerical grade level 
of the piece.(#8358)

1499 1888 MS62 NGC. Bright brassy surfaces display a few minor

Well struck with deep, pleasing coloration 
and only a modest number of small abrasions.(#8514) 

1513 1909-D MS62 NGC. Deep reddish-gold color and generally well 
struck.

1514 1909-D MS62 ANACS. Bright, brass-gold surfaces exhibit sharply- 
impressed design elements.

An attractive slider that has considerable 
luster and only one cluster of relevant marks, which are located

1520 1915 AU53 ANACS. Yellow-gold surfaces display hints of light 
green. Generally well defined, with a few small marks.(#8530) 

1521 1915 AU55 ANACS. Faintly worn on the highpoints, with 
a slightly noticeable abrasion near the top of the Indian’s 
headdress, this satiny example displays lovely pink-orange and 
green-gold patina.(#8530) 

1522 1915 AU58 PCGS. A few abrasions are concentrated mostly on 
the obverse. Mostly lustrous, the coin is housed in an early PCGS

Lustrous for the grade, this original example 
has a reasonable strike and a number of moderate marks on both 
sides. A die crack (as made) bisects the reverse between 7 and 11

1526 1853 XF45 ANACS. Floney-gold, semi-bright surfaces display- 
scattered light contact marks, especially on the obverse.(#8610) 

1527 1853 AU53 PCGS. An attractive canary-gold example with a 
good strike and abundant luster for the grade. The exposed fields 
are inundated with small marks.(#8610) 

1528 1879-S AU58 ANACS. This S-Mint retains considerable luster 
on the attractive peach-gold surfaces. The design elements are 
sharply impressed, except for softness in the hair over Liberty’s 
ear.(#8686) 

1529 1880 AU55 ANACS. Bright brass-gold surfaces reveal ample i 
luster in the recessed areas. The design features exhibit nice 
definition throughout, with only the hair above Liberty’s ear 
displaying minor sofmess.(#8687) 

1530 1880-S MS62 NGC. A fairly difficult issue in lesser Mint State 
grades and rare much finer. Bright luster and moderate surface j 
marks are evident, on each side, along with luscious pink- 
rose and yellow-green toning. Population: 115 in 62, 19 finer |

1531 1880-S MS62 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with deep pink and 
mint-green toning, and numerous small abrasions that define 
the numerical grade level of the piece.

1532 1881 AU58 ANACS. Semi-bright, peach-gold surfaces are lightly

Boldly struck with bright, frosty, scintillating 
luster, several alloy spots near the obverse borders, and many- 
small abrasions on obverse and reverse alike. A couple of dark

1536 1882 MS61 NGC. The subdued mint luster is interrupted by

Lustrous, rose-gold color patina is preset t 
over a plethora of tiny abrasion marks, particularly on the

Sharply struck with brilliant greenish-gold 
coloration and frosty luster. A scarce, low-mintage issue. Just 
21,335 examples were coined.(#8713) 

1547 1888-0 MS61 NGC. Good luster and well struck in the centers 
widi soft peripheral details. Several obverse marks serve to limit 
the grade.(#8713) 

1548 1888-S MS61 NGC. The somewhat muted luster reflects some 
green-gold tendencies. Minimally marked for the assigned 
grade.(#8714) 

1549 1893-0 MS60 NGC. A nearly prooflike example with flashy 
luster and vaguely black and white contract. Abraded, especially 
in the fields, but with no singularly distracting marks. A popular 
O-mint issue with only 17,000 struck.(#8727) 

1550 1893-0 Prooflike MS60 NGC. Light yellow surfaces contain a 
great deal of prooflike luster, especially along the peripheries. 
Lightly, and uniformly abraded in the fields, the devices have a 
pleasing, reasonably unimpeded for the grade, frostiness. Only 
17,000 Eagles were struck at New Orleans in this year, and as of

1551 1894 MS62 NGC. A lustrous and lightly abraded example that 
has rich orange-gold patina in the fields. The reverse periphery 
has a spidery die crack, as struck.(#8729)

1556 1901 MS62 NGC. Gold-tan surfaces display nice luster despite 
several small marks scattered about. The design features are well

1557 1901-0 MS60 NGC. A nicely struck representative that has 
attractive surfaces aside from a noticeable black spot on each 
side.

1592 1866 AU50 PCGS. A scarce issue, the first year of the Type Two 
design, very elusive in AU and Uncirculated condition. This 

iece has almost complete mint luster and the surfaces show a 
igh number of abrasions. Reddish-golden color covers both

1593 1867-S XF40 PCGS. An evenly brown-golden example, with 
remaining luster in the most protected areas of the design. 
Evenly abraded across the surfaces, none-the-less, free of serious 
singularly distracting marks.(#8952) 
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1594 1867-S XF45 NGC. A scarce Type Two issue that is very difficult 
to locate any finer than XF. This is a bright piece with light j 
yellow-gold and pink coloration and a fair amount of luster 
remaining.

1639 1889-S MS60 NGC. Moderately reflective prooflike fields show 
on each side under some light opaque patina.(#9012) 

1640 1890-S AU58 NGC. Peach-gold and green-gold surfaces display 
considerable luster in the areas around, and within the interstices

1641 1890-S MS61 NGC. Moderately abraded with rose-gold surfaces

A satiny and well 
struck tan-gray near-Gem, well preserved except for a couple of 
minor marks on the left Civil War veteran. A desirable pedigree, 
Eliasberg is famous for his completion of a set of U.S coins. 
Housed in a green label holder.

1805 1936 Gettysburg MS64 NGC. Well struck with frosty, highly 
lustrous surfaces.

Light chestnut toning enriches 
the margins of this somewhat prooflike and nearly undisturbed 
near-Gem. The reverse is particularly well preserved. Certified in 
a first generation holder.(#9306) 

1807 1922 Grant no Star MS64 ANACS. An unusually attractive 
example of this popular commemorative issue. Typically well 
struck with rich satin luster and attractive speckled yellow-green 
and russet-red toning near the peripheries. A few wispy marks, in 
the obverse fields, are intermingled with raised die striations (as 
struck).

1808 1935 Hudson MS64 PCGS. Boldly struck, highly lustrous, 
and essentially untoned, with a handful of small milling

1809 1924 Huguenot MS65 NGC. A delicate blend of orange, apple- 
green, and violet patina overlays lustrous surfaces that are devoid 
of mentionable marks.(#9314) 

1810 1924 Huguenot MS65 NGC. Well struck with bright satiny 
luster, very light toning, and carefully preserved surfaces that are 
virtually blemish-free.(#9314) 

1811 1946 Iowa MS66 NGC. Premium Gem with a lightly orange 
obverse and heavily mottled green and crimson reverse.

1822 1921 Missouri MS63 NGC. Lustrous surfaces exhibit traces of 
light tan patina around the obverse periphery.(#9330) 

1823 1923-S Monroe MS63 NGC. Satiny luster prevails on both sides 
of this mostly untoned near-Gem.

Sharply struck and near-pristine, 
with rich luster and lovely purple-rose peripheral toning on both 
obverse and reverse. A delightful Gem.(#9341) 

1838 1926-S Oregon MS65 PCGS. This fully struck Gem displays 
gorgeous, very deep toning over both sides, with variegated hues 
including golden-brown, electric-blue, green, and russet.

A slightly subdued appearance is 
presented over each side of this modestly toned example. Well

1846 1938 Oregon MS65 PCGS. Apricot and steel-gray colors endow 
this shimmering and undisturbed Gem. Well struck except for a 
mint-made flatness on the back of the oxen. Housed in a green

1847 1938 Oregon MS65 PCGS. A lustrous and gently toned Gem, 
impressively preserved and low in mintage. Nearly perfect aside 
from a die ejection mark on the back of the oxen.

Well struck aside from the top of 
the oxen’s back. A lightly toned and satiny Gem of this lower 
mintage issue, housed in a green label holder.(#9348) 

1849 1938-D Oregon MS67 PCGS. A few widely scattered olive- 
green freckles occupy lustrous surfaces that are devoid of any 
mentionable marks.(#9349) 

1850 1915-S Panama-Pacific—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc 
Details, Net AU50. Freckles of golden-brown toning visit the 
borders. A subdued example with an area of faintly granular 
surface beneath the eagle. Thorough inspection locates a pair of 
minor pinscratches on the upper left obverse field.(#9357) 

1851 1915-S Panama-Pacific—Environmental Damage—ANACS. Unc 
Details, Net AU55. A small spot on the eagle’s beak and a thin 
vertical streak of faintly granular olive-gray color confirm past 
improper storage. Luster dominates the fields and devices. Tire 
mintmark is repunched east.(#9357) 

1852 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS63 PCGS. Deep violet-bronze color 
covers the nicely lustrous surfaces of this example, with a few 
light color streaks on the reverse. Under close examination some 
light wispy pinscratches are noted, these explain the grade, but 
impact the eye appeal little.(#9357) 

1853 1920 Pilgrim MS63 PCGS. Peripheral iridescent multicolored 
toning frames light gray centers. Lustrous surfaces display a few

1861 1936 Rhode Island MS67 NGC. Fully struck and highly lustrous, 
with nearly pristine surfaces and rich crimson-russet patina near 
some of the obverse and reverse borders. Extremely scarce at the 
Superb Gem grade level, and only one example has been graded 
higher, by PCGS. Population: 11 in 67, 1 finer (7/05).(#9363) 

1862 1936-S Rhode Island MS66 PCGS. Medium slate-gray toning 
blankets the smooth surfaces with crimson-russet highlights at 
the obverse border.(#9365) 

1863 1937 Roanoke MS64 ANACS. Key grade determining factors 
are pleasing, as the luster emits a soft glow and the lightly j 
toned surfaces are well preserved, with sharply struck devices. 
There are very few marks on either side of the piece, and all are

Interestingly toned overall, half 
of each side is purple-lilac, the other half is dusky mustard- 
gold. (#9401) 

1886 1927 Vermont MS65 PCGS. A well struck older holder Gem 
with dappled olive-gray color and impressive preservation. A 
scarce type in such stellar condition.(#9401) 

1887 1946 Booker T. Washington MS66 PCGS. Deep, variegated 
shades of crimson, antique-gold, blue-green, and burnt-orange 
adorn the surfaces of this crisply struck, flashy premium 
Gem.

“Scarce.” Bronze, size 24. This lovely chocolate-brown official 
exposition medal has slight friction on the Genius of American 
Independence. A tiny spot between the AN in AMERICAN is 
barely worthy of mention. 

2076 1876 Liberty Bell Dollar MS63 Brown NGC. PA HK-25, “Very 
rare.” Copper, size 24. A well preserved and intricately struck 
chocolate-brown medal from the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia. A small, neat hole is near 12 o’clock, presumably as 
issued. 

2077 1893 Columbian Expo U.S. Government Building MS64 
NGC. Eglit-23, IL HK-155, “Very scarce.” Brass, size 24. The 
Small Letters variety of this popular official exposition medal. 
A lustrous and well preserved yellow-gold colored example, 
undisturbed aside from a fleck or two of carbon near the rims. 

2078 1892 World Globe Dollar MS63 NGC. Eglit-9, IL HK-174, 
“Very scarce.” Aluminum, size 28. A well struck and gently toned 
Columbian World’s Fair souvenir with relatively clean fields and 
good eye appeal. 

2079 1893 Michigan Forestry Exhibit XF45 NGC. Eglit-220, IL HK- 
215, “Rare.” Aluminum, size 24. A lightly handled piece with 
hints of olive toning within recessed areas. One has to feel sorry 
for the team of horses obligated to haul the enormous load of 
logs, as depicted on the reverse. 

2080 1892 Columbian Expo Liberty Head PR65 Ultra Cameo NGC. 

Eglit-101, HK-222, “Very scarce.” Aluminum, size 23. A gorgeous 
example with decided reflectivity and nearly immaculate surfaces. 
Most Columbian Expo souvenirs were indifferendy handled by 
purchasers or heirs; this piece is a happy exception. 

2081 1893 Columbus Statue Dollar AU58 NGC. Eglit-43, IL HK-239, 
“Very scarce.” The NGC holder incorrectly attributes the variety 
as HK-293. A briefly handled silver-gray So-Called Dollar with a 
few wispy slide marks in the fields. Tire reverse contrasts the 1492 
landing in America with the ornate exposition buildings erected 
four centuries later. 

2082 1894 California Midwinter Expo AU58 NGC. CA HK-245, 
“Very scarce.” Brass, size 21. California is touted as “THE LAND 
OF SUNSHINE FRUIT AND FLOWERS” on this attractive 
golden-brown piece. A lengthy faded vertical pinscratch is noted 
above the 1 in the date. 

2083 1901 Pan-American Exposition MS64 NGC. HK-289, “Scarce.” 
Brass, size 22. This lustrous honey-gold piece has hints of brown 
toning on the highpoints of the Indian. A few specks of aqua 
verdigris are on the reverse. 

2084 1904 Pax Dollar MS62 NGC. HK-314, “Very scarce.” Aluminum, 
size 24. A curious die pairing, the obverse commemorates the 
1904 St. Louis World’s Fair, while the reverse extolls the 1893

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2086 1915 Panama-Pacific Exposition MS63 NGC. CA HK-400, 
“Scarce.” Bronze, size 24. Better preserved than the MS63 grade j 
suggests, this example is typically struck, and highpoints show 
striations present on the planchet prior to the strike. Mostly | 
straw-gold in color with blushes of light lilac toning throughout j 
the right border.

HK-414, “Very scarce.” Gilt brass, size 22. Some brassy yellow- 
color is retained, although the city view, ship, and the reverse 
field are toned golden-brown. An inexpensive souvenir, when 
compared with U.S. Commemoratives of the Panama-Pacific 
Expo. 

2088 1926 U.S. Sesquicentennial Expo MS64 NGC. PA HK- 
452, “Scarce.” Bronze, size 22. Not quite fully struck on the | 
highpoints, this smooth near-Gem possesses much faded orange- 
gold color, however, dashes of mahogany patina visit the reverse. 

A small mark is on the neck of the flying horse. 

2089 1926 U.S. Sesquicentennial Expo MS63 NGC. Baker-F421B, 
HK-453, “Scarce.” Brass, size 22. A lovely and lightly toned 
mustard-yellow representative. The designs are not completely- 
brought up by the dies, also a characteristic of the U.S. Half 
Dollar commemorative of the same exposition. 

2090 1926 U.S. Sesquicentennial Expo MS63 NGC. Baker-F421, PA 
HK-454, “Very scarce.” Nickel, size 22. A satiny and nicely struck 
representative with light tan-gray color and a paucity of marks or 
carbon. A die break from the Liberty Bell to the rim, as made 
and as often seen on the HK-451 through HK-454 varieties. 

2091 1932 William Penn 250th Anniversary MS64 NGC. PA HK-462, 
“Very scarce.” Bronze, size 24. A sharply struck and mark-free 
medal that has scattered pinpoint toning flecks on the obverse. 
One of many infrequently encountered So-Called Dollars within 
this significant selection. 

2092 1933 A & P Carnival Dollar MS63 NGC. HK-464, “Very- 
scarce.” Gilt, size 22. A Century of Progress souvenir medal. The 
obverse depicts a happy pig walking on his hind feet, carrying 
a basket of fruit from the A & P food store. A lustrous bright 
yellow- medal that has a few specks of lacquer on the reverse. 

2093 1933 Ford Dollar MS65 NGC. IL HK-465, “Rare.” Bronze, size 
22. A dusky apricot-gold Gem with no visible contact, although a 
small spot on the obverse at 5:30 is noted. The issue is associated 
with the 1933 Century of Progress Exposition, held during the 
depths of the Great Depression in Chicago, Illinois. 

2094 1933 Hall of Science Dollar MS63 Prooflike NGC. IL HK-469, 
“Very scarce.” Gilt, size 21. A flashy canary-gold example, the 
fields have wispy handling marks and a couple of flecks of debris 
are found on the lower obverse. Tire Hall of Science was part of 
the 1933 Century of Progress Exposition in Chicago. 

2095 1933 Indian Head Dollar MS64 Red and Brown NGC. IL HK- 
470, “Very scarce.” Brass, size 21. A lustrous orange-red example 
of this folk art issue, associated with the Chicago Century of 
Progress Exposition. Some navy-blue toning on the Indian’s nose 
and a light stain above the eagle’s tail are mentioned. 

2096 1933 Michigan Dollar MS64 Red NGC. IL HK-473, “Very- 
scarce.” Size 21. A lustrous brick-red near-Gem, essentially perfect 
save for a fleck or two of debris on PROGRESS and a small spot 
on the flank of the left deer. Distributed at the Chicago Century 
of Progress Exposition to promote tourism to nearby Michigan. | 

2097 1933 Travel^and Transport Dollar MS63 NGC. IL HK-474, 
“Very scarce.” Gilt, size 21. A flashy sunrise-gold example. A few- 
minor marks and small spots are appropriate for the assigned ! 
grade. Presumably, Travel and Transport represented one of the 
exhibit buildings on the Century of Progress Exposition campus. ' 

2098 1950 U.S. Capital Sesquicentennial MS63 NGC. DC HK-507, 
“Rare.” Silver, size 26. Moderately toned in silver-gray color, 
this matte surface medal is nearly unabraded and has lovely eye , 
appeal. Tire Statue of Freedom is presented on the obverse; the I 
stame also appears on 1989 U.S. Commemorative Half Dollars 
and Silver Dollars. 


2099 1950 U.S. Capital Sesquicentennial MS63 NGC. DC HK-508, 
“Scarce.” Copper-bronze, size 26. The shimmering apricot-gold 
surfaces display a mild matte-like texture, as struck. Four small 
spots are lightly tooled on the reverse. 

2100 1953 Louisiana Purchase Sesquicentennial MS67 Red NGC. 
MO HK-509, “Scarce.” Copper, size 26. This beautiful orange-red 
Superb Gem is nearly immaculate, and looks as if it was freshly- 
struck. The pen point reverse indentation is to denote St. Louis, 
and is part of the design.

2109 1961 Mobile 250th Anniversary MS65 NGC. AL HK-587, 
“Scarce.” Silver, size 21. Untoned except for a couple of blushes 
of lilac color, this lustrous and nicely struck Gem provides 
impressive eye appeal. The city of Mobile was founded in 1711 by 
Sieur de Bienville, who is portrayed on the obverse. 

2110 1903 Merchants and Manufacturers Souvenir Dollar MS62 
NGC. MA HK-651, “Rare.” Brass, size 21. A boldly struck tan- 
brown example, undisturbed aside from a small spot beneath the 
A in TRIENNIAL. 

2111 1926 New Jersey Sesquicentennial MS61 NGC. NJ I IK-674, 
“Very rare.” Silver-plated bronze, size 24. A sharply struck and 
unabraded example of this elusive So-Called Dollar variety. 
Dusky gray toning fills the borders, the field is moderately 
reflective above Washington and company. 

2112 1935 Shreveport Centennial AU58 NGC. LA HK-692, “Rare.” 
Bronze, size 24. A lightly marked golden-brow-n piece that has no 
apparent highpoint wear. A couple of small spots and a whisper 
of obverse verdigris are evident. 
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2113 1942 Philharmonic Symphony Society MS63 NGC. NY HK- 
700-a, “Very scarce.” Bronze, size 22. This unmarked matte-finish 
medal celebrates the Centennial of the Philharmonic Symphony 
Society of New York, New York. A few flecks of aqua verdigris and 
hints of minutely granular mahogany toning are not significant. 

2114 1954 Mariposa Court House Centennial MS62 NGC. CA 
HK-704, “Scarce.” Gilt, size 26. A luminous and well struck 
canary-gold example of this octagonal issue. Both sides display 
wispy parallel slide marks. 

2115 1904 U.S. Express Co. Fiftieth Anniversary AU53 NGC. HK- 
735, “Extremely rare.” Bronze, size 22. An unmarked albeit 
slightly granular steel-blue and chestnut-brown representative. 
The 1963 edition of Hibler-Kappen suggested a value of $85 for 
this variety. 

2116 1904 U.S. Express Fiftieth Anniversary AU58 NGC. HK-736, 
“Extremely rare.” Brass, size 22. Golden-brown and russet in 
color, this boldly struck company anniversary medal has a hint of 
verdigris but is essentially void of contact. 

2117 1958 Covair Astronautics MS65 NGC. CA HK-749. Aluminum, 
size 24. A well cared for representative that displays satiny luster 
and attractive sky-blue ana chestnut color. Struck from rotated 
dies. The new Covair plant was dedicated on July 12, 1958, and 
examples were distributed to attendees. 

2118 1933 Pedley-Ryan Dollar MS62 NGC. CO HK-825, “Very 
scarce.” Silver, size 24. This flashy and lightly toned piece has 
a few wispy slide marks but retains its eye appeal. The price of 
silver reached records low during the Great Depression, and j 
Pedley-Ryan attempted to aid the mining industry by disbursing 
bullion rounds.(#661825) 

2119 1897 Bickford Dollar MS62 NGC. HK-837, “Very rare.” 
Aluminum, bronze center, size 18. Better known for the 1874 
U.S. pattern $10 pieces struck in various metals, Dana Bickford j 
was still trying to create international currency more than twenty 
years later. This so-called “International Bi-metal Dollar” shows 
conversion in six currencies on the reverse. The reverse of the 
bronze center is toned brown and has moderate verdigris. 

2120 1918 World War I Peace Medal AU58 NGC. HK-896, “Rare.” 
Brass, size 23. A loop is attached at 12 o’clock, presumably as j 
issued, although the Hibler-Kappen plate does not show such a 
loop. Bright gold-colored luster is extensive. The open fields and 
the devices have acquired light brown toning. 

2121 1948 United Nations Pledge MS63 NGC. NY HK-915, “Scarce.” 
Aluminum, size 22. Light tan color embraces this flashy and 
crisply struck maverick issue. The obverse field has a few 
moderate marks.

2122 1878-CC MS61 Uncertified. A lightly toned and moderately 
prooflike Silver Dollar. The reverse is refreshingly unmarked, 
while the left obverse has a number of minor abrasions, j 
Accompanied by the box and certificate of GSA issue.(#7080) 

2123 1878-CC MS62 Uncertified. Delicate chestnut color enriches 
this well struck and lustrous introductory Carson City Morgan 
Dollar. Attractive for the assigned grade. This lot comes with the 
certificate and box of GSA issue.(#7080) 

2124 1878-CC MS64 NGC. VAM-11. A Top 100 Variety. The scarce 
‘die lines in wings’ variety. A beautiful near-Gem with an I 
interesting strike-thru (as made) beneath the E in STATES. Well ; 
struck except for the right (facing) claw. The box and certificate of 
issue accompany the lot.(#7080) 

2125 1880-CC MS64 NGC. A flashy and brilliant near-Gem with a 
well preserved reverse and a clean obverse. Tire strike is good for I 
this scarcer CC-mint issue. The box and single certificate of issue i 
is included.(#7100) 

2126 1881-CC MS64 NGC. Rich lemon toning graces the reverse of 
this lustrous, clean, and well struck Carson City Dollar. High end 
for the assigned grade. The box and certificate of GSA issue are 
included.(#7126) 


2127 1881-CC MS64 NGC. A pleasing, boldly struck, and nearly 
brilliant near-Gem. Among CC-mint Morgan Dollars, only the 
1885-CC has a lower mintage.

Lustrous and boldly struck, the cheek and fields are clean, and 
only a graze beneath the eye prevents assignment as a Gem. The
